An amendment to the espionage bill, 
proposed by Senator Thomas, of Colo- 
rado, to suspend during the war all 
exehanges, boards of trade and cham- 
bers of commerce that permit specule- 
tion in foodstuffs, was beaten only 
because it was thought the provtsion 
had no place in the bill and that it 
ghould he offered in connection with 
food control legislation pending in 
congress, 

“Pirates” and “Robbers.” 

Senator after senator scored the men 
who have manipulated grain prices, 
and the terms “pirates” and “robbers” 
were freely used. Those who opposed 
the Thomas amendment as irrevelant 
to the legislation Vefore the senate 
joinéd with their colleagues in declar- 
ing speculation must be ended. A few 
obiected. however, on the ground that 
legitimate commerce might be choked 
by stopping all dealings in futures. 

The rapid rise in grain prices: on 
the Chicago exchange started by the 
agriculture department's forecast of an 
unusually light winter wheat yield has 
caused the administration to redouble 
its effort in behalf of food control 
legislation already introduced in both 
houses of congress. 

The measures pénding were 
mented today by a resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Gore, chairman of 
the agriculture committee, calling for 
appointment by_ the president of a 
controller general of supplies. There 
have been increasing indications since 
the return of Herbert C. Hoover with 
food reports from abroad, that the ad- 
ministration intends to centralize the 
food situation in one man. Appoint- 
ment of a fo@d controller would be 
made possible by passage of the food 
bills already before congress, but the 
Gore resolution would make his du- 
ties more specific and would grant him 
wider powers. 

Pewers ef Foed Controller. 

Under the Goré resolution the presi- 
dent would be authorized to transfer 
to the food controller powers now vest- 
ed in other departments and bureaus. 
Th@ food controller would be empower- 
ed to act with the allied governments 
in an international agreement for con- 
trol of foo pplies. His control would 
extend to fuel and to other _necessities 
of life. His salary would be-that of 
a cabinet member and his duties would

| ‘During today’s final consideration 
ithe senate stripped the measure entire- 
ly of provisions for newspaper censor- 
ship and restriction upon manufacture 
of grain into intoxicating liquors, and 
rejected an amendment designed to 
curb speculation in food products, al- 
though sentiment obviously was over- 
whelmingly in favor of such legisla- 
tion later. 

Outline of Senate Measure. 

As completed, the gscnate bill's prin- 
cipal sections provided: 

Authority for the president to em- 
bargo exports when.he Suds 
public safety and welfare so require.” 
(Not in the house measure.) 

Authority for the postoffice depart- 
ment to censor mails and exclude mail 
matter deemed seditious, anarchistic or 
treasonable, and making its Serer | 
punishable under heavy penalties. (N 
in the house bill.) 

For punishment of espionage, defined 
in most detailed terms, including 
wrongful use of military information. 

For the control of merchant potion: | 
in American waters. 

Punishment for conveyance of false 
reports to interfere with military oper- 
ations, willful attempts to cause dis- 
affection in the military or naval 
forces or obstruction of recruiting. 

For the seizure of arms and muni- 
‘tions and prohibition of their exporta- 
‘tion under certain conditions. 

For penalizing conspiracies designed 
to harm American foreign relations or 
for destruction of property within the | 
United States. 

For increased 
suance of passports, 
their forgery or false procurement, and 
for material extension of the power to 
issue search warrants for inspection of 
premises.

Was retained in 
the bill virtually as drafted by admin- 
istration officials. It was modified 
once, but the unqualified provision was 
restored after its necessity had been 
explained last week in a day’s session 
behind closed doors. 

No Censership, No Prohibition. 

Vigorous efforts to retain provisions 
for newspaper censorship and partial 
prohibition, together with foodstuff 
conservation, during the war, culmi- 
nated in final votes today in which 
the senate voted 48 to 34 to eliminate 
all provision for the press censorship. 
On behalf of the administration forces 
Senator Overman, in charge of the bill, 
had moved to reinsert a modified cen- 
sorship clause.

Washington, May 14.—Orders to 


bring the regular army @p its full war’ 


strength of 293,000 men were an- 
nounced today by 
Organization of 44 new regiments will 
begin tomorrow with further efforts 
to stimulate recruiting and bring in 
the 116,455 men needed ¢o fill up the 
ranks. 

Since April 1, 67,443 men have been 
accepted, and officials are confident 
that the full number will have been 
enrolled as war-time volunteers before 
June 165. 

Expansion of the army will be ac- 
complished by converting each exi&Sting 
battalion into a fullj regiment. 

In Southeastern Department. 

In the southeastern department the 
Fifty-first, Fifty-second, Fifty-third, 
Fifty-fourth, Fifty-fifth' and Fifty- 
sixth infantry will be raised at Chicka- 
mauga Park, Ga. The Seventeenth in- 
fantry, now divided between Forts Mc- 
Pherson and Oglethorpe, Ga., will be 
one of the three to be expanded to 
form these new regiments. Guard duty 
at the Georgia war prison camps will 
be taken over by companies of war 
prison barrack guards now being 
formed. The Twenty-second and Twen- 
ty-third also will be raised at Chicka- 
mauga. 

In the southern department, . the 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth field artil- 
lery will be raised at Fort Sill, Okla., 
while the Fifty-seventh and Sixty- 
fourth infantry and the Eighteenth 
and Twenty-first field artillery will 
be raised at poim:s in the department 
to be designated by the department 
commander. 

Syracuse, N. Y., will be the largest 
single expansion post.- There the 
Thirty-eigh*e@ethirty-ninth, Forty- 
fifth, Forty | .ath, Forty-seventh, For- 
ty-eighth, Forty- ninth and Fiftieth in- 
fantry regiments, and the Fifteenth 
field artillery will be raised.

Germans Are Offering Des- 
perate Resistance, But Gen.

GERMANS ARE FORCED 
FROM ROEUX VILLAGE 


After Days of Fierce Fight- 
ing—Half of Bullecourt Is 
Held by British--Drocourt- 
Queant Line Doomed. 


New York, May 14.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—On the front in France the Brit- 
ish, after days of flerce fighting, have 
taken in its entirety from the Germans 
the village of Roeux, to the east of 
Arras and north of Gavrelle have push- 
ed their line forward. No infantry en- 
gagements have taken place between 
the French and the Germans, but their 
artilleries.are still roaring in the great 
duels which always are the forerunners 
of attacks. 

The British are slowly and stub- 
bornly fighting their way to the 
Drocourt-Queant line, the gate to 
Douai and Cambrai and the prin- 
cipal link in the fetters welded on 
northern France by the Germans, Gen- 
eral Haig is hammering all along the 
line, but it is around Queant, at the 
southern extremity, that his ‘success 
has been most marked and the corre- 
sponding menace to the Germahs’ 
greatest. 

Queant ie virtually pecketed. To the 
east, west and south the road is clear 
to the British, as far as natural bar-| 
riers are concerned, except for part of 
the village of Bullecourt. After some 
of the grimmest fighting on the west- 
ern front the British have driven their 
foes from one-half of Bullecourt and 
unless the tide is promptly turned the 
village is.lost to the Germans and the 
crushing in of the southern end of the 
Drocourt-Queant line is inevitable.

to urge that they be included in coun- 
cil’s recommendations to the legisla- 
ture. 

Resolutions Are Passed. 

The executive committee was further 
instructed to appoint a committee of 
three lawyers to assist them in put- 
ting ‘the resolutions into, legal phrase- 
Ology and in presenting them .both to 
the charter revision committee and to 
council itself, if necessary.

ALARMING DIAGNOSIS 
OF RUSSIAN CRISIS. 


Petrograd, May 14.—(Via London.)— 
In an impassioned appeal to delegates 
from the-front at a meeting in Petro- 
, grad, Kerensky, minister of 
| justice, made the most alarming diag- 
nosis of Russia’s internal crisis that 
has come from any official person since 
the revolution. e minister of justice, 
who heretofore had made only the most 
optimistic and reassuring declarations, 
confessed that his confidence had left 
him and that he feared disaster. 

“TIT come to you,” said M. Kerensky, 
“because my strength is at an end. I 
no longer feel my former courage nor 
have I my former conviction that we 
are conscientious citizens, not slaves in 
revolt. I am sorry I did not die two 
months ago when the dream of a new 
life was glovving in the hearts of the 
Russian people, when was sure the 
ie could govern itself without the 
whip 

“As affairs are going now, it will be 
impossible to save the country. Per- 
haps the time is near when we will 
have to tell. you that we can no aeer 
give you the amount of bread a ex- 

ect or other supplies on which you 
Soe a right to count. The process of 
the change from slavery to freedom is 
not going on properly. We have tast- 
ed freedom and are slightly intoxicated, 
but what we need is sobriety and disci- 
pline. 

“You could suffer and be silent for 
ten years and obey the orders of a 
hated government. You could.even fire 
upon your own people when command- 
ed to do so. Can you now suffer no 
longer?” 

. Kerensky's declaration, though a 
trifle more outspoken in its pessimism 
than the utterances of other officials, 
is not unrepresentative of public opin- 
ion in Petrograd at the present time. 
Unless. there is a quick infusion of a 
new spirit in the army and a new 
understanding of freedom among the 
masses, and unless the energy Which 
now is being used to bring about peace 
is transformed into energy working for 
the defense of the mig it is gener- 
-—y felt that Russia will not long be 
e to go on with the war.

Washington, May 14:—Opponents of

A Streng Pretest by Publishers. 

Spokesmen from newspapers and pe- 
riodicals from all parts of the country, 
appeared before the senate finance com- 
mittee today to attack as unreasonable 
and confiscatory the provision which 
would create a zone system with great- 
ly increased rates for second-class 
mail matter. They declared if the 
measure went into effect many publica- 
tions would be compere to suspend. 

Don C. Seitz, of The New York 
World, representing the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ association, said 
the proposed increase was not a war 
tax “but an effort to further repress 
and embarrass the newspaper industry. 
He told the committee there already 
had been a big slump in business which, 
if it continued, would paralyze the 
newspapers. The publishers, he added, 
were not seeking special favors, but 
wanted to be placed on the same level 
with people negaged in other indus- 
tries. ° 

He said the postal rate proposed is 
an increase of from 100 to 600 per 
cent. 

“It is out of proportion to the value 
of service performed,” he said. 

He submitted a table showin that 
the proposed rate increase would add 
a total expense to The New York Times 
alone of $252,878.90. 

“We are not here to ask any special 
favor, but to put us on the same level 
as anybody else,’ he said. “What we 
want you to do is to let us keep the 
cow and you could have the milk. 

“If the government wants every cent 
of our profits, you can have them, he 
said. “There is a slump in business, 
which, if it continues, will paralyze 


Arthur Dunn, speaking for the small- 
er newspapers, said they could not 
stand the increase in postal rates with 
the increased cost of print paper and 
that many would be compelled to go 
out of business if the bill was enacted. 

A similar view was taken by Arthur

dent of the Associated Business Papers, 
incorporated, and _ representing 300 
trade and business periodicals. 

Effect on Magazines. 


J.-A. Moore, of New York, represent- 
ing the Periodical Publishing associa- 
tion, composed of eight-six of the lead- 
ing magazines, said the increase would 
mean an added expenditure of more 
than $3,700,000 in postage to members 
of that organization and ruination for 
many of them. : 

E. C. Meredith, of Des Moines, Iowa, 
speaking for forty-five of the leading 
farm publications, joined in the protest.

Fowler and Frank Buchanan, also de- 
fendants. Martin told him, Lamar 


testified, that both these men de-

Lendon, May 14.—British naval 
forces destroyed Zeppelin L-22 in the 
North sea this morning, according to 
an official statement issued by the ad- 
miralty. 

A Zeppelin with three gondolas, en- 
veloped in heavy smoke, was sighted 
today at Torwsnenttes.

Gen. Wood Names Col. Ladue 
and Capt. Lee as Board 
of Inspection. 


Charleston, S. C., May 14.—Major 
General Leonard Wood, U. 8S. A. com- 
manding -the~ southeastern military 
department, with headquarters at 
Charleston, assumed charge this morn- 
ing, following his arrival here Sunday. 
Since the department was opened May 
1, General Wood has been actually in 
command, although not at headquar- 
ters in person, so that his arrival did 
not alter the staff routine.

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AFTER THE WAR. 


Distressing and horrible as are thoughts 
of war in the abstract, amelioration in no 
small measure is afforded by speculation 
upon the probable happy aftermath. In view 
of the immutable law of nature that reac- 
tion must follow every action, and in obedi- 
ence to the ever-active law of compensation, 
the wonderful blessings that are bound to 
come out of this day’s terrible holocaust 
across the seas will, let us hope, justify, to a 
large extent at least, the supreme price 
which they will have cost. 

In the first place, after the war the 
people of our own country and of the na- 
tions of the world will be unified in thought 
and spirit and viewpoint upon life as they 
never were before nor could be but for such 
a cataclysm as the world is passing through. 
Never before have the forces making for 
and believing in democracy and freedom anc 
the rights of man been so beautifully welded 
together—united and bound in ties of fellow- 
ship and fellow-feeling—as they are today. 

Now, of course, a small group of nations 
—our enemies—are not included; but only 
governmentally so. Men are pretty much 
alike in fundamentals, and after the war we 
probably shall find that those men whom 
we are now fighting solely because their 
crowned masters make them fight us, will 
be as happy as ever Americans were to 
welcome democracy, and will thenceforth 
stand as solidly as we, and with us, in their 
determination to perpetuate what we, by 
fighting them now, shall have helped them 
to attain. ; 

Kings will be no more. This war will 


have taught the world that ‘kind hearts are ) 


more than coronets.’’ After the war no man 
will be above another man simply through 
the accident of aristocratic birth. 

In a practical, utilitarian way, this war 
will have had a beneficent effect in that it 
will have taught man the realization of his 
own capabilities. Especially is this appli- 
cable to our,own country, in which such a 
lesson ig needed perhaps more than in any 
other civilized world unit. The war, even 
in this early day, is teaching us how really 
to conserve, to economize, to intensify, and 
to make the proverbial two blades grow 
where only one or none at all grew before. 
It is teaching us to make the most of our 


natural utilities, to get the most ott of what/ 


we have under our hands and what we have 
hitherto neglected. It is calling us together 
in meetings to exchange ideas; it is causing 
us to invent new processes, to discover new 
fields for development of our resources, all 
to meet the imperative demands of Ne 
cessity. It is dignifying labor. 

Goaded by necessity, the nation is inten- 
sifying; it has levied a demand upon the 
inventive and mechanical ingenuity of the 
citizenship, which is working almost from 
sun to sun upon heretofore unthought-of 
problems of food production, of power utili- 
zation, of navigation, of waste elimination, 
etc., all of which can and will be applied to 
the workings of civilization after, as well as 
during, the war. 

The same applies abroad, where, under 
almost three years of intensified warfare, 
such mechanical, industrial and scientific 
progress has been made as almost staggers 
one’s powers of mental conception. Without 
the stress of necessity born of war a cen- 
tury, perhaps, would have been required to 
evolve what has been done.

THE SWORD AND THE SPIRIT. 


@ Maxmiliman Harden, editor of Die Zu- 
kunft, a prominent liberal Berlin newspa- 
per, sees in China’s threatened belligerency 
against Germany nothing to occasion sur- 
prise—nothing, in fact, other than that 
China herself sees in the world war only a 
revival of the “ancient struggle of the sword 
against the spirit.” 

And China, taking that view of it, sees 
the thing precisely as it is. 

From the morning twilight of civilization 
and government the struggle has been going 
on between the forces of might and the 
forces of right. 

From the day when Tubal Cain began to 
fashion weapons out of metal, men—actuated 
by a desire to govern and subordinate other 
men—have continued to resort to the phys- 
ical advantage given by iron in their hands 
to attain their purpose and crush the spirit 
of freedom. The instinct to govern by right 
of might crops out in mankind as far back 
as history takes us, beginning with the 
primal, down through the ancients, the me- 
dieval—always the constantly recurrent 
conflict between the classes who would rule 
with autocratic sway, against the masses 
who rebel. 3 ) 

This spirit in our day finds its most glar- 
ing representation in what we call Prussian- 
ism, as personified in the house of Hohen- 
zollern. The Romanoffs are overthrown; 
and the Turkish and the Hapsburg thrones 
will fall with that of Wilhelm! 

Herr Harden sagely answers his own 
question—“How came a _ peace-loving and 
anti-war power (China) to ‘declare war’ on 
Germany?”—by citing letters attributed to 
the late Li Hung Chang, relating the expe- 
riences of the great Chinese in Europe, 
describing Germany as “nothing but a war 
camp,” and telling of the “all-mighty em- 
peror” and of Germany’s.commerce, describ- 
ing the two factors combined as “the great 
idol dominating everything.” 

Indeed, the wonder would be were China 
to remain aloof from physical concern in the 
Armageddon between democracy—the spirit 
—and despotism—the sword! China, the 
newest republic among the world’s nations! 
not counting liberated Russia, of course, as 
being at this time an established republic. 

Yes, the struggle between the sword and 
the spirit of free government and democracy 
among men is as old as are the races of 
men; but the world is praying that the cur- 
rent conflict will see the last of it. 

Unless this war falls short of its possi- 
bilities from democracy’s standpoint, it will 
bring about the end, not only of this world- 
old struggle between governments and races, 
p&t it will bring about a complete democra- 
tization of peoples and nationalities among 
themselves. 

Truly, we are supporting in this war a 
cause well worth the sacrifice.

torium for the purpose. 

On this occasion Judge Walter Colquitt, 
chairman of the Atlanta chapter of the Red 
Cross, will explain the work of the chapter, 
and what are its needs which the work of 
women can supply. 

-Mrs. Preston S. Arkwright, also an offi- 
cer of the chapter, will have bandages, etc., 
for an actual demonstration of the kind of 
work being done in the day classes, and Dr.

Bagasse, a Waste Product, 
As a Valuable Cattle Food 


Editor Constitution: I would like the 
whole state of Georgia, now wasting hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually of an 
excellent cattle food, to read of the ‘easy 
way to turn bagasse—now a waste—into beef 
and milk. 

‘very reader knows the settlers on the 
richer lands in America formerly hauled ma- 
nure to the rivers and threw it away. Cot- 
ton seed hulls were given away and burned 
for fuel a few years ago. Even cotton seed, 
wow so valuable, I: Have bought for fertilizer 
at 8 or.10 cents a bushel. 

Now, as to the economic use of hereto- 
fore waste bagasse: 

As the juice is pressed from the sugar 
can or sorghum stalks take the so-called 
pummice direct to the silo, It makes bet- 
ter food if ensiled at once before drying. 
Remove the cutting knives from the ensilage 
cutter, and substitute shredding blades. Run 
one wagon loa@ of the pummice, or bagasse, 
through the machine, shredding very fine: 
then run one wagon load of corn stalks, fod- 
der blades and all the stalks except the ears, 
which may be removed during the process, 
or in advance. 

The dry corn stalks and loss of juice of 
the cane makes necessary the spraying of. 
water on the cattle food as it is run int 
the silo, thereby bringing the mixed mass to 
an equal dampness to ordinary ensilage. 

All of the cane ensilage will be eaten 
greedily by the cattle: , 

To make a tried and excellent cattle food, 
still more palatable to the cows, I intend this 
fall to have a broad ax at the silo, and cut 
off the butt ends of the corn that have stood 
on the ground in shocks, thereby putting 
nothing the least objectionable in the silo. 

To recapitulate, cut field corn when ready, 
usually with us in September, shock it in 
the form of Indian tents in the fields, as all 
corn is shocked in the northern states. 

When the time comes for syrup-making, 
usually in November, press the juice from the 
sugar cane and sorghum and haul the waste 
pummice promptly to the silo; one load of 
bagasse and one load of corn, alternating. 

Shred all] fine, and elevate into the silo, 
spraying with water, until the content is of 
the moisture of good ensilage. 

The moistened mixture keeps perfectly 
with me, and is eaten greedily by the cattle, 
making the finest flavored winter miik, espe- 
cially if one adds peanut meal as the concen- 


trate.

“Dear Mr. Bethel]: In the conduct of the 


war. that is upon us the service furnished 


by your company, and by al] telephone com- 
panies, will be of the utmost importance. 
You will be called upon to meet demands of 
the most urgent kind. You have been called 
upon and you may be called upon further to 
provide men trained in the art of construct- 
ing and maintaining telephone and telegraph 
lines. 

“I, therefore, direct your attention to the 
fact that men and women now engaged in 
providing this most important service can 
serve their country in no better way than 
by: sticking to their post. 

“GEORGE O. SQUIER, 
“Brigadier General, Chief Signal Officer of 

Army.” 

This statement from the war department 
emphasizes the company’s viewpoint as to 
the importance of telephone service to the 
country under these trying conditions, and 
is in keeping with the feeling which we have 
had that our employees can more effectively 
and efficiently serve the needs of their coun- 
try by continuing in their present jobs with 
the telephone company, rather than by en- 
listing im the army or navy.

Editor Constitution: In your editorial 
columns of recent date you carry an article 
from the eminent medical authority, Dr. W? 
A. Evans, on “Mortality Among Negroes,” but 
neither you nor the eminert doctor gives the 
facts in the case; that is, you do not tell how 
the city authorities’ clean up and look after 
the sanitary conditions. in the parts of the 
city occupied -by white people, while negro 
sections are left practically unnoticed, in 
‘mud puddles” to get along as best as pos- 
sible. 

In most negro districts the trash carts, 
etc... are lucky if they get around once a 
month. If negro citizens were given the 
same sanitary protection that is given white 
people the death rate would not be so high. 

In regard to the negro going north, I will 
say that the negro is thinking, and that is 
the very reason he is going; and you may 
write all the editorials and appoint all the 
committees, etc., you wish, but they will con- 
tinue going until they receive better treat- 
ment at the hands of the south. Pa 

Committees now investigating this prob- 
lem could secure a little better treatment in 
thestreet car accommodations for negroes if 
they would induce conductors to be as prompt 
to have white people to move forward in the 
car so that a negro may sit down as they are 
to have negroes to move back for whites to 
sit. You can daily see white people scat- 
Aered out over the car with negroes standing 
and no effort is made to have them obey the 
law, but conductors never hesitate to have 
negroes.to obey the law. \ 

The police officers could treat the negro a 
little more like he is a human being. When- 
ever it becomes necessary for an officer to 
speak to a negro or order him to move, etc., 
he usually speaks to him like he was ad- 
dressing a wild animal. P

When a doctor pretends to examine a 
chest through the patient's clothing, he just 
retends. t is a very sorry sort of decep- 
ion. Many a victim of tuberculosis is de- 
nied prompt and early treatment, with early 
recovery, because the doctor fails to make 
the patient bare the entire chest and trunk 
for examination.

Iodine all right for pleurisy. Dry pleurisy 
most generally due to tuberculosis. ther’s — 
history probably of no consequence to you 
now, though you may have been infected 
in childhood by him Yes, you should wear 
light-weight knitted wool, or wool silk- 
faced, or silk underwear the year round. A 
bowl! of bread and milk every evening at 
bedtime will increase your weight 20 pounds 
in a year. .

Please give the best preparation for 
gling for common sore throat. 
water a good gargle? (H. T.) 
ANSWER—Common sore throat is,due to 
several different: species of bacteria./includ- 
ing the diphtheria bacillus.

—sometimes it is better not to gargle untl 
the inflammation is subsiding—one good so- 
lution to use is about half a tnaspopure of 
tincture of iodine, a tablespoonful Of glyc- 
erin, a drop or two of oil of wintergreen, in 
a pint of water. Gargle every hour or two, 
but hold the nose and don’t make a noise.

Minister of Munitions Iseues 
Statement in Regard to 
Labor Troubles.

London, May 14.—The strike of @en- 
gineers which has been in progress in 
various parts ‘of England for some 
time has collapsed at many places in 
the the northern counties where the 
king and queen arrived today far a 
week's tour. Work has been resumed 
generally in Manchester and southern 
Lancashire. In Coventry an  over- 
whelming majority of members of the 
trades unions denounced the strikes. 

In many other centers men returned 
to work today. This was particularly 
true in London, Barrow, Derby and 
Altrincham, where the shops are being 
operated as usual today. In other 
places, such as Liverpool, the men de- 
cided to remain out In order ¢o compel 
the government to withdraw the bill 
designed to obtain younger workmen 
for the army to which the strikers 
take exception. On account of the op- 
position of the Amalgamated Society 
of Engineers to the ‘strike, little en- 
thusiasm for it is shown in most places. 

Dr. Christopher Addison, minister of 
munitions, in a statement dealing with 
the engineers’ strike, says: 

“The people say the army in’ France 
fias heaps of shells. But that isn’ the — 
point. am glad to say they have 
plenty of shells at the front, but these 
strikes are particularly affecting such 
things as big guns, tanks and airplane 
motors. The supply of these has been 
gravely affected. . 

“A continuation of the offensive in 
June depends upon the things that + 
now being finished in the s ops. We 
have l@st three weeks over the su pl 
of important war munitions at - 
row. That will be felt later, but what . 
is being held up now is that which will 
affect the soldiers in June and July as 
they will not, unléss rapid work is re- 
sumed, be able to go forward with that 
protection from the tanks that ey 
should have. This is the gravest fea- 
ture of the whole thing.” 

Dr. Addison dwélls further on the 
tanks, saying that they are ver pop- 
ular with the army and that the au- 
thorities have considerable difficulty 
in supplying them, and especially in 
supplying spare parts. The demand for 
the tanks is so great that the min- 
ister recently ordered two thousand 
tons of steel set apart weekly for the 
building of them. 

Dr. Addison and Frederick G. Kella- 
way, the ministers’ representative in 
the house of. commons, said Monday 
night that the situation was no more - 
serious than at the end of last week, 
and that there was ground for hoping 
the worst had passed. But reports 
have been received from several cen- 
ters showing that the strike continues 
there, although it has been ended élse- 
where and is still ey anxiety. 

Statements published [n the news- 
papers today indicate that the absten- 
tion of the strikers from work is mak- 
ing a number of the other workers in 
the Sheffield district idle.

Chicago, May 14.—Twenty-three cents 
drop in wheat prices today resulted 
from sudden action of the directors of 
the board of trade in decreeing 48 
hours stoppage of all new buying of 
future deliveries and in simultaneously 
fixing maximum values for the settie- 
ment of existing July and September 
contracts.
